*It wonld be anjust of me to sthigmatise pews-
paper illastration as be found it Men of
abungant talent rformed it cleverly but
erudely. It was their misfortune that their
technical education was no better. Intn the
ranks of thess day Iaborers of art Mr. Rain-
hart came as a splendid revelation, He knew
how to draw, as well as how to sketch. He had
already learned to study human character, as
well as mere buman form. While Mr. Abln:
was learning to draw on the bluck ina
engraver's office in Philtdallphil. Mr. Reinhart
was teaching us, in spite of clomsy engravers
and boteh printers, that something really artis-
ticeoruld be done in the embelibhmen s of
printed periodicals, He never forgot his arg,
even in his day's work. He was the first
draughtaman in this eountry to use the modsl
for tus fizures. With his dream of an artistic
future before him, he tolled day by day at his
